Canada Thistle 
Although so far a new weed on 
most farms in the Lacombe district, 
Canada thistle is spreading rapidly 


and if not carefully controlled will| 


soom be serious menace on many 
farms. Canada thistle is doubly 
dangerous because it spreads by two 
methods. When'ripe, the seeds, which 
are equipped with downy hairs are 
borne from long distances in even a 
light wind. If a crop infested with 
thistles is threshed on a windy day 
neighboring farms, as well as the ad- 
joining clean ‘fields, on the same farm 
will be scattered with seeds. Canada 
thistle also spreads rapidly from the 
running underground root stocks, and 
a dozen or more young plants will 
come up from one plant, and a dense 
patch is soon formed, which will kill 
out either grain or grass crops. 

This year, possibly for the first 
time on record, what is known as the 
Thistle Caterpillar has appeared in 
Chigwell district is lange numbers. 
This caterpillar seems to prefer the 
leaves of Canada thistles to any other 
food and where half grown thistles 
are stripped of their leaves they fre- 
quently die. H,, however, as was the 
case this year, there is an abundance 
of moisture, the thistles will send 
out new leaves, and later form seeds. 
This caterpillar is a native of the 
Western prairies, but occurs in large 
numbers only following a very mild 
winter such as the winter of 1930-31. 
This is due to the fact that the in- 
sect winters as, an adult butterfly 
and is readily killed by severe cold. 
It will probably be many years be- 
fore another mild winter will permit 
these butterflies to ‘winter over in 
large numbers and produce sufficient 
caterpillars to have any effect on 
the Canada thistle. 

Some farmers have received the im- 
pression, because they saw caterpil- 
lars eating Canada thistle this sum- 
mer, that they can affort to neglect 
the patches of Canada thistle in their 
fields and depend on the thistle cat- 
erpilfar to destroy them. I wish to 
warn farmers mostemphatically that 
they should not depend on the cater-- 
pillars, and that no person in a posi- 
tion to know the facts has ventured 
any statement to the effect that the 
thistle caterpillar will destroy any 
lange number of thistles or prevent 
the spread of this very dangerous 
weed. : 

Thorough summerfallowing — will 
kill Canada thistle and as a matter 
of self-preservation—and as matter 
of justice to the neighboring farm- 
ers—every farmer who has a patch 
of Canada thistle or a field contain- 
ing several patches should take im- 
mediate steps to prevent the weeds 
from ripening and scattering seeds 
far and wide. It may be necessary 
to burn some crops where the thistle 
tops are now almost ripe but this 
year feed is very plentiful and all 
grains’are very low in price, and the 
gain to the owner of the crop will 
be much more than the los¢ of even 
a few acres of crop. Any field con- 
taining several patches of Canada 
thistle should be fall plowed this fall 
to expose the roots and thoroughly 
summerfallowed next year.

Reports al- 
ready ‘received indicate a preponder- 
ence of. unemployed men in the west- 
ern previnces and a greater portion 
of thmé Dominion .government’s pro- 
gramme will be. in connectton with 
the west, ' 

The government will urge the re- 
cognitién of the eight-hour day to 
distribute, employment opportunities, 
except. where bocal conditions justify 
honger -hours. AS materials to be. 
used in public building construction 
must be of Canadian production and 
manufacture wherever available. No 
attempt will be made to fix rates of 
wages, but as far as the. Dominion 
government can direct the under- 
taking by the provinces and munici- 
palities, will be carried on with wage 
rates prevailing in the various dis- 
tricts,

Kings In Exile 


Mr. Pierre Van Paassee, European 
correspondent of the Toronto Globe, 
recently described in the pages of 
that journal a visit to an_ exiled 
claimant to an Empire, the grandson 
of Napoleon the Great. Comment- 
ing upon his interview, the Globe 
pointed out that much of ‘the present 
day unrest is due to the existence of 
exiled monarchs, in themselves im- 
potent, but supported by militant fol- 
lowers in the countries to which they 
cannot return. 

The Globe pointed to. Alfonso ‘de 
Bourbon, late of Spain; to the young 
Napoleon of the interview; to ‘‘half- 
mad Wilhelm who divides his time 
between preaching sermons and writ- 
ing his memoirs, or excuses’’ (the 
Globe was a little hard on Wilhelm, 
due perhaps,.to some lingering war 
spirit); to the ex-king of Greece and 
to the curious Hungarian situation. 
These men, the Globe points out, are 
potential trouble makers in Europe, 
and will remain so until they die out 
or formally renounce their claims and 
disclaim interest in sovereignty. 

There is a modicum of truth in 
Globe’s statement, but it ignored the 
significant fact that kings in exile 
today are less disturbing to the peace 
of Europe than the kings in exile 20 
years ago. The reason is simple. 
Twenty years ago, if a king went in- 
to exile, it was more than likely 
that he was replaced . by another 
king. The struggles of those days 
were between king and king, dynasty 
and dynasty. The struggles of more 
recent days have been between re- 
publics and kings. Royalty is becom- 
ing harmless, fer new forces are 
causing social unrest—forces which 
concern economic questions rather 
than those of hereditary succession. 
The kings in exile are exiled not only 
from their own countries but from 
their ancient heritage forever. 

In Great Britain a situation exists 
which cannot be gauged by custom- 


ary standards, for the compromise 
between the kings and the people 
has evolved a new type of constitu- 
tional monarchy unsuited to other 
lands. 

Spain is a barometer of the times. 
Some months ago the Bourbon-Haps- 
burg dynasty crumbled before an 
upheaval of unsuspected intensity. At 
that time it was voiced in every ma- 


jor newspaper that it well might 
be that Alfonso would come to rule 
again. But since that time Spain 


has been caught in a current of ev- 
ents which have placed Alfonso in 
a position from which it is reason- 
ably impossible for him to expect to 
regain his throne. It is clear, now, 
that the Spanish upheaval was not 
merely the result of a revolt against 
the king’s autocratic handling of 
affairs of state, against bureaucrat- 
ie inefficiency and the dictatorship, 
but that was # revolution against an 
old social order, the outware and vis- 
ible signs of which were tn® church 
and the crown. The power of the 
Pope—Alfonso’s greatest bulwark— 
challenged and confiscation of 
church property is the question of 
the moment. The world is awaiting 
the outcome of a struggle between 
moderate republicang and radical s0- 
cialists—and already Alfonso’s down- 
fall has passed into Spanish history. 

The Globe may still have occasion 
to worry about Europe’s dispossess- 
ed trouble-makers, but their grand 
days of trouble making are over. 
For which they, of all people should 
be most profoundly thankful.

protected from their credito 
Debt Adjustment Act and o 
islation sponsored by class govern- 
ment. They are being treated lenient- 
ly now by loan companies, mortgage 
companies, merchants and other cred- 
itors. No farmer in evident dis- 
tress today is being pressed for pay- 
ments, and the industry as a whole 
in the prairie provinces is the recip- 
ient of federal bounty in the form 
of a pegged price for wheat and a 
bonus of five cents a bushel. 

The farmets of this province 
would not be playing the game with 
their creditors and with men in oth- 
er industries who are equally the 
victims of adverse. circums*ances at 
present if they persisted in getting 
further preferential treatment from 
the provincial government.” One of 
the obvious effects.of an agrarian 
moratorium would -be the encourage- 
ment of the shiftless to ignore their 
debts for good, and this is a class of 
farmer who is not. particularly want- 
ed in this or any other province 
in the Dominion. 

Alberta is so situated that it will 
have to seek capital outside its bord- 
ers for some years to come. Any- 
thing further in the nature of one- 
sided and unjustified government 
protection against ‘bona fide credit- 
ors would create a most unpleasant 
reactionand fortunately this fact has 
been recognized by the U.F.A. party. 
PROCRASTINATION. IN 

WORK PROGRAMME 

Premier Brownlee issued a_ state- 
ment a few days ago vigorously de- 
nying that the federal ard provin- 
cial government were engaged in 
‘“‘passing the buck’’ on the matter 
of unemployment. He stated that 
his government could not proceed 
with any definite program of public 
work until the federal plans were 
announced, and he threw. , out the 
suggestion that if present conditions 
continue, the ability of the western 
provinces to make. capital commit- 
ments may be seriously restricted. 

This attitude of the leader of the 
Alberta government does not com- 
pare well with the energetic .proced- 
ute of his: brother ‘premier in Brit- 


ish Columbia* nor with that of the |. 


Ontario government. * In ‘these two’ 
provinces at least; there © was ‘no 
wating for Ottawa. They prepared 
the'r programme for creating work 
and. are ready to gd ahead at a min- 
ute’s notice. In British Columbia a 
provincial registration of the un- 


employed has been completed, and a !_ 


highway improvement system worked 
out to the last detail. So far as is 
known, the Alberta government. will 
work. out its plans after it knows 
how far federal assistance will go. 

Alberta is not so greatly blessed 
as British Columbia in the matter of 
mild winter climate. Outdoor work 
can‘be carried on all winter in ti 
coast province, but not in this. There 
is all the more rea:on, therefore 
why the Alberta government should 
be prompt in putting the unemploy- 
ed to work as soon as possible. The 
summer is passing quickly, and the 
period of settled weather 
for outdoor employment is 
short. In view of the great volume 
of unemployment, an ambitious high- 
way development programme in this 
province should have been inaugurat- 
ed months ago. More and better 
roads are needed, and they cannot 
be constructed more cheaply than at 
present. 

The Alberta gvoernment may not 
have been deliberately “‘passing the 
buck’’ but for the past year it has 
displayed deplorable lack of vision 
and initiative ‘in dealing. with the 
unemployment situation. Now that 
the Ottawa plans are announced we 
may look for.action from the min- 
istry. There is no longer any cause 
for delay.

Water Supply 
Unsatisfactory 


The Western Globe | has been asked 

by a number of citizens why our 
town council is not taking drastic 
steps to compel the Calgary Power 
Co. to provide water users with sat- 
isfactory water. Everyone knows 
that we have underlying Lacombe an 
inexhaustible supply of good soft 
water. This is proved by the fact 
that all the deep wells im town are 
still supplying soft water in abund- 
ance. 
. When the Calgary Power Co. took 
over the work of supplying our cit- 
izens with’ water, it was understoc . | 
that the water would be of the same 
quality as the town well was supply- 
ing at that time. Howover, some-- 
thing has evidently gone wrong with 
the present well, the casing is brok- 
en, or some other accident has hap- 
pened and in consequence the water 
now being supplied is very unsatis- 
factory. It is hard, and probably on| 
account of the small volume being | 
used it is stagnant at times. The 
employees of the company here are 
doing their best to keep the water in | 
fair shape, by blowing ovt the maine | 
frequently, and we do not think the 
fault lies with them. 

A number of citizens, and our hos- 
pital, have already reverted te their 
private supply of water, and if mat- 
ters continue as at present many 
more will follow suit. And this is 
not the most serious aspect of the 
situation. Many who have been con- 
templating laying on the water will 
not do so until a satisfactory supply 
is guaranteed and in consequence 
the time when our high rates will be 
lowered, will be delayed. 

We understand that a verbal agree- 
ment was made by the company to 
drill another well to take care of the 
supply, but this has not been done. 

Another serious matter is fire pro- 
tection. There is no auxiliary plant 
here to take care of the water mains 
should anything happen to the power 
line, and from past experience there 
is no telling when the line will break 
down for a period. This is a mat 
ter for the insurance people to take 
up, and it should be taken up’ at 
once.

THE APATHY OF LEADERS 

The financial crises in the leading 
countries of the Old World cannot 
help undermining the layman’s faith 
in the world’s political and economic 
leaders. 

Stripped of its manifold technical- 
ities, the present international finan- 
cial situation possesses certain as- 
pects difficult to escape. A few 
weeks ago Germany was widely ad- 
vertised as being on the verge of fin- 


ancial collapse and resultant anar- 


terns.

lieve that, this was the case. 
porary relief was afforded by Pres- 


ident Hoover’s suggestion of a 
year’s moratorium in war debts re- 
payment and many persons of un- 
disputed sagacity have since stated 
that the only permanent relief that 
can be obtained must come from to- 
tal removal of reparations and war 
debts burden which should never 
have been imposed in the first place. 

However laudable was President 
Hoover’s suggestion, however laud- 
able was the immediate agrcement 
of most other nations involved, the 
fact remains that this suggestion 
was not made until the comdition of 
Germany made action--immediate and 
drastic action—absolutely essential. 
If we accept the fact that the mor- 
atorium has. already been proven to 
be beneficial to the financial condi- 
tion of Europe, we cannot escape the 
fact that the moratorium would have 
been many times more beneficial 
had it been declared three months 
ago. Early declaration of such a 
reparations payment holiday might 
well have averted much financial un- 
certainty, much suffering and much 
of the panic which has thrown Ger- 
many and the rest of the world into 
a state of near-chaos. 

But declaration of a moratorium 
three months ago would have involv- 
eds a measure of far-sightednes 
which it is perhaps unfair to expect 
our national leaders to possess. 
From experience we know that only 
the pressure of immediate circum- 


stances can shift the inertia of gov-| 


ernmental policy. 

A similar situation exists at the 
present time in Great Britain. Whe. 
ther or not the financial structure 
of Britain is sound—there are many 
who claim the present crisis is mer- 
ely a surface upheaval and that no 
basic weakness exists in Old Coun- 
try financial circles—we have seen 
clouds settling down upon the city 
during the past few days of a black- 
ness unknown to Threadneedle Street 
and the Stock Exchange for many 
years. Under the impact of the 
impending financial crisis, British 
political leaders have suffered re-,| 
birth. Mr. Baldwin, forgetting 
party prejudices, has hurried to Lon- 
don, almost without baggage, from 
Aix-les-Bains, in order to be on 
hand in case of party union to meet 
the crisis is sugigested.

with provincial and municipal gov- 
ernments still planning conferences 
and talking of co-operative measures, 
Canada today is almost as far from 
a coherent, comprehensive and scien- 
tific unemployment relief program 
as it was when Senator Robertson 
made his -tour of investigation 
through this country. True, there has 
been talk of roads to be repaired, of 
big public works to be undertaken, 
of ambitious unemployment mobiliz- 
ation schemes. But it has been large- 
ly talk. Six months ago we were 
asking for Dominion-wide unemploy- 
ment relief policy. Today we are 
stilt asking for it. 

If things were worse today than 
they are—and, despite the pessimists 
there is infinite scope for them to 
become worse—if unemployed were 
dying of starvation in the streets, 
raiding stores and carrying on inter- 
mittent warfare with the inhabitants, 
government. action would follow im- 
mediately. Circumstances would shift 
governmental inertia. But we in the 
west, especially those who are un- 
employed have been patient in the 
extreme. For months we have 
awaited Federal leadership on the 
unemployment issue. 

Some of this government inertia— 
which is permeating ,nations the 
world over—is no doubt the result of 
democracy. A democtratic govern- 
ment must await the swing of public 
opinion, before it can act with safety. 
But it is not all due to that.

FARM BOARD PLAN 
IS UNDER FIRE 
The decision of the United States 
Farm Board to dispose of the enor- 
mous quantity of wheat which it owns 
at the rate of 5,000,000- bushels e 
month during the next twelve months 
is meeting with severe criticism. 
There is a recurrence of the hostile 
comment which has attended every 
step in the famous’ stabilization ex- 
periment. The board still owns from 
200,000,000 to 250,000,000 bushels, 
and the sale of 60,000,000 will still 
leave the great proportion unsold, It 
is estimated that the carrying charg- 
es amount to over $4,000,000 a month, 
cr considerably above the amount 
which the sale of 5,000,000 bushels 
of. wheat at the present levels would 
bring in. 

The Chicago Tribune complains 
that the present programme of the 
board is only prolonging the agony 
and postponing an evil day. Under 
the carryover, any considerable im- 
provement in prices is not probable 
unti) the operation is at an end. 

‘‘Had the Farm Board never start- 
ed on its speculative operations’’ it 
says, ‘‘the wheat which the govern-- 
ment owns would now be out of the 
way as a result of the orderly mar- 
keting processes of which the Chicago 
Board of Trade for years was the 
nerve centre.
